enraged neighbors. 


The police appeared and word was 


sent to the city health department . 


If the body is riot interred by Aden- 


burg today it will be taken forcibly 
from the house by the police and buried 
at AderJtmrg s expense. 


The health authorities have notified 


Adenburg they would take summary 
action as the body has not been em- 
balmed.

George Bailey was shipped to Boston 
yesterday and lavjr was sent on its \vuy 
to Whitefield, Me., where It will be buried 
tn the family lot. About the same time 
that tht body was sent to Boston, State 
Officer Hammond left Wlsoass*t, Me,, 
With Susie L. Toune, who later arrived 
at Breakheaxt Hill farm, to assist tha 
police In making some investigation*. 
Unltl three weeks ago ths woman acted 
as housekeeper f»r the two men, and tbe 
police are trying to ascertain beyond all 
reasonable doubt whether Bailey and 
Beat had a quarrel at any tim* about 
Miss Young. 


•With Susie Young's visit to the farm 


the officers who ar* working on the mur- 
der got some important new evidenc*. 
possibly en* of th* weapon* used by 
the murderer in his task of dismembering 
the body. 
From wtet they found it 


•earns likely that the government will 
•et up the contention that Bailey'e body 
was cut up Indoors, rather than In th* 
woods. 


Miss Young was driven to the farm ID 


sompany with Officers Rhodes and Fos- 
ter. 
Then, la company with Officers 


Neal and Hammond, a visit was paid to 
the washroom in the rear portion of the 
bouse, which had been kept locked since 
the search for the murderer begun. The 
reason why things were unmolested in 
this room waa the desire of the officer* to 
have Miss Young see th* conditions. 
She use4 this room mer* than anyone 
•Ise, aad SB.* probably knew what things* 
It contalmed. 
Th* room contained a 


lot of litter sneh as la frequently found 
in a farm sterereom. The officers looked 
the place over, and on the stove were the 
keys, without which Bailey, according 
to Mis* Young, never left the house. 
Bailey often took them out of his pocket 
•n coming int* the house, as he nearly 
always wore his working suit after work 
wa* don*. 
Near the keys was a small 


hatehot, one side of the head: having 
«. blade and the other tapering into a 
point. 
Miss Young said this 
"tom- 


ahawk" was used entirely for chopping 
tee. 
Th* officer* found light covered 


hair and blood stains on it. On the floor 
nwaarby were marks resembling blood 
•tadna. On the wall paper, In exact line 
iwlth the floor stain*, were other dark 
entered marks. During the search Offi- 
cer Minified d found under the barn a 
fragment of burlap, the edges of which 
had been burnedt 
This fragment is 


Similar to the fragments found near 
where It was claims* by John H. Thomas 
a fire was kindled. 
Thomas said that 


to him it appeared aa if blankets were 
being burned, and Miss Toung said that 
Bailey's horse blankets were llnsd with 
burlap, as she sewed the material for 
them. 
Bailey Invariably carried two 


on his wagon, but these cannot be found. 
The frarment of burlap found yesterday 
smells strongly of kere»«ne.

Fixed at $1300 For Host ol 


Year. Tho Scramble it 


Mow On ' 


Tne extra scramble for liquor licenses 


following the announcement of the cen- 
sus Is now on. The license commis- 
sioners have received from Washington 
official verification of the fact that the 
population of this city Is 24,200, the 
even figures first published being ab- 
solutely correct. The public announce- 
ment of these figures from the census 
office has not yet been made, and may 
not be for some time, but the fluurcs 
as first given are known to be correct. 


The 
license 
commissioners have 


therefore decided to grant the extra 
licenses as soon as posible. There are 
five new licenses to be granted,the city 
now having 19, and being entitled un- 
der the new census to- *4. 


Applications for the licenses are now 


in order. Thfey win be received up to 
and including Friday, October 26, and 
as soon after that as possible the li- 
censes will be granted. The same rules 
as always will apply, nve commission- 
ers announefng; that they will allow 
no change from the partn-ars or firm 
names in which the application are flrst 
made. 


The prices for licenses have been 


fixed for the rest of the license year 
at the linvest figure allowed by the 
state IE.W. This is $10uO for first class 
licenses and '$309 for fourth class li- 
censes, making- $1300, as dealers must 
take o"ut both classes. 


No price has so* far been fixed for 


fifth class licenses, as there Is some 
doubt whether there will be any ap- 
plications for this class or not. There 
are now two bottling works in the city, 
the commissioners having decided last 
May to limit the number to this. What 
would be done should there be appli- 
cations for fifth class licenses is not 
yet decided. 


The licenses cannot be granted till 


the applications have been advertised 
at l^ast 10 jjays. and this will bring it 
to about the fifth of November before 
the new licenses will be granted. The 
firms securing them can therefore do 
business for just about six months un- 
der them. The nrire of $1300 is consid- 
erably more than half of the price for 
a full year. S2000, but there is little 
doubt that there will be plenty of per- 
sons wTTling to pay this price, from 
the fact that they would look upon it 
as a long step towards securing a li- 
cense for the entire next year.

Now, however, ho 
believed the issues were such that he 
uould and should support Bryan, and he 
attacked tho sound money arguments 
which he passed over four years ago. 


The democratic -arty, he said, has 


always been the party that was closest 
to the people. The old republican idea 
of government by the best people, or 
what rnigtit be termed ani aristocracy, 
has developed irito a plutocracy, or gov- 
ernment by those instead of mental 
superiority have only money power. 
He was not afraid of raising class pre- 
judice. The money interests ought to 
support their own party and the other 
or common people ought to support 
their own party. 
The wealthy now 


have an honest fear of Bryan, riot so 


} much because of his financial policy, 
as because they know that they have 
antagonized the party behind Bryan. 


Professor Morton's addresi was in a 


humorous vein, and was greeted with 
almost continlual laughter and applause 
One of his chief comparisons was in 
saying that McKinley was a gre'at man 
without d'oubt, one of the greatest 
sleight of hand performers that ever oc 
cupied the presidential chair. Herman 
couldn't do better some of the thing 
that McKinley does. He takes one 
card, arJd marks it in the sight of all, 
so that they may know it again. He 
marks it "plain duty," and then puts 
it in the pack -and shuffles the cards. 
Presto, the card has disappeared, and 
disappeared so completely that Mc- 
Kinley himself can't find it. 


When we went to war, he said, JIc- 


Kinley imported from Englanld a little 
red devil, and said, "I'll say 'Cuba' to 
him." 
The little red devil glows In all 


the clearness of the devil's shape, and 
we call it "criminal aggression." But 
then McKinley says "Philippines" to 
him, 
and the little devil loses his dis- 


tinctness, turns white anld SI-MWS lar- 
ger, and his name Is then "benevolent 
assimilation." 


The class question is many years old.

heaven. This being the cas\ is it safe 
for us to trust the leadership of those 
we shan't meet in the other world?

fciblt," says i)r. Haaren, "was above 
and beyond all the other educational 
exhibits not only because of its com- 
pleteness, but for the ease with which 
every portion of fhe exhibit could be 
studied. 
With a space .considerably 


less than allowed most of the other im- 
portant nations of the world, th« ex- 
hibit from the United States wns*able 
to present about a hundred times as 
much material from the schools, 'fhe 
arrangement of the exhibition aa well 
as Its quality has been warmly com- 
mended by ao eminent an authority as 
M. Gabriel Compayre in a lengrtby ar- 
ticle in the Re^*be Pedagogique. 


"Another indication of the impor- 


tance of the United States exhibit is 
that it appeared to me to be the only 
exhibit which was carefully and seri- 
ously studied by visiting students of 
education. The Russians and Austri- 
ans were particularly interested in the 
exhibit of the United States. One prom- 
inent educational officer declared Aus- 
tria to be 200 years behind the United 
States in elementary aducatioa and 
Germany not so far abend of Austria, 


"The number of grand prizes and ot 


gold medals earned by the United 
States is very large. New York city 
made an exhibit in three classes—that 
of elementary education, that of sec- 
ondary education and that of normal 
education. It was possible for New 
York city, therefore, to receive only 
three awards. 
Two of these awards 


were of the highest class and one of 
the second clash. New York—and in 
this Brooklyn contributed more largely 
than any other borough—received the 
Grand Prix and a gold medal for the 
exhibit from the Teachers' Training 
echeol. 


"The number of prizes, however, does 


not indicate fully the importance of the 
work done by the city of New York. 
One-fifth of the entire exhibit from the 
primary and grammar schools of the 
United States and one-eighth of th« 
entire exhibit of secondary schools of 
the United States came from New 
York."

How They Saved Some Print* 


Chinese Boxer*. 


A thrilling story of the heroism of 


two nuns and the way they saved 
three French priests and their Chinese 
converts arrived rcocntly at Victoria, 
B. C., by mail frofn Vladivostok. 


Tiiere wore four priests in the village 


of Rantaize, Manchuria, when 1,200 
Boxers attacked the town In July. The 
Boxers were joined by 1,500 Chinese 
regulars, but the priests ban-leaded 
themselves and prepared for defense, 
says the NPW York Journal. They had 
only 50 rifles and little ammunition, 
but they managed to hold out for two 
months. The Sistces of Providence vol- 
unteered to go for aid. They had nev- 
er been on horseback before,'but they 
mounted two Mongolian ponies and 
started for Vladivostok. 


Six hundred cannon balls and 150,000 


cartridges were fired into the town, 
and yet the besieged lost only 20 dead 
and had 17 wounded, mostly women 
and children. The village w.ns almost 
completely destroyed, nnd the church 
In vb!nVi *•'"* 'vmvfrtn Tvpro nt one time 
forced to take refuge was wrecked. 
The attacking force had 170 killed and 
70 woundnd. The nuna reached Vladi- 
vostok and brought a Russian force, 
Which relieved the brnve defenders. 


One of tho priests was killed in the 


defense. He was cut off by a party of 
five Chinese in a rush, and his ammu- 
nition gave ont 
When his last car- 


tridge failed him, he broke a dollar Into 
quarters and fired these at his ene- 
mies. Then he took some paper money 
from his pocket, burned It, broke bis 
Run so that the Chinese could not use 
It and offored his neck to the foe. The 
priest. Father Bourgeois, was Imme- 
diately killed.

Can Built After American Hodftl. 
•votltorn Fwetfto'B New Ticket. 
An eight wheeled freight locomotive 


weighing 01 tons was an object of ad- 
miration at the West Philadelphia 
shops of the Pennsylvania railroad the 
other day, says the Philadelphia Press. 
The new locomotive Is known techni- 
cally as a "Class H 6" engine, the very 
newest model as well as the heaviest in 
tractile puwer that has ever boon built 
for service on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road. 


During the period of about a year the 


Pennsylvania railroad has had 200 new 
locomotives built at tlie Junlata nnd 
AHoona shops and elsewhere. Owing 
to the pressure on Its own force of men 
and shop facilities the Baldwin Loco- 
motive works has had contracts from 
the Pennsylvania railroad for a larger 
number of locomotives for freight serv- 
ice. The new eight wheeled mammoth 
which stood outside the West Philadel- 
phia roundhouse the other day is one 
of 40 of the same type and dimensions, 
88 of which are still under construction 
and are to be completed in a few 
weeks. The Pennsylvania locomotives 
are being constructed from plans fur- 
nished by the company and under the 
supervision of its own mechanical engi- 
neers. A force of SO special mechanics 
and^niachinists from the Altooaa shops 
Is also employed in the construction. 


The new machines are ponderous. 


The top of the boiler is 15 feet above 
the track; The length of the boiler is 
nearly 14 feet with 10 feet added for 
the flrebor. The depth of the firebox is 
nearly 6 feet 
The diameter of the 


boiler is also 6 feet: It has 369 two 
inch tubes running through It The 
steam cylinders are nearly 2 fe&t In di- 
ameter and nearly 2% feet long. The 
eight driving wheels are 4 feet 8 inches 
In diameter, and the weight on thesa 
wheels is more than 78 tons, giving the 
engine a tractile power of 17% tons. 


The locomotive Is designed for the 


constantly increasing heavy traffic in 
the freight service and for heavy work 
on the mountain grades, which run as 
high as GO and in some cases nearly 70 
feet iu the mile on the Pittsburg divi- 
sion. The heaviest passenger locomo- 
tives in service on the Pennsylvania 
railroad weigh about 75 tons. The new 
and latest type of freight locomotive 
now going into service is 15 tons heav- 
ier. The new freight locomotives have 
large tenders, with a capacity for 6,000 
gallons of water and about 8 tons of 
coal. 


Lectures without cost on music and 


the natural sciences Is the latest fad of 
a railroad company, the management 
of the Santa Pe system having decided 
to provide education and entertain- 
ment of this nature for its employees, 
eays the Cbicago News. The project is 
In the direct charge of Superintendent 
Busserpf the road's .reading rooms de- 
partment and in the last month he has 
gathered the men and families who 
live In remote parts of California. 
There Is a possibility that later the 
eystem may be extended to other 
.points along the line. 


Vice1 President Morton of Chicago 


.has under consideration the extension 
t>f the plan over the entire system. He 
expressed gratification with the experi- 
ment and intimated thnt gradually the 
Idea would be extPncieti over the entire 
system, excluding of course the large 
centers where the company's employ- 
ees have the advantage of Innumerable 
free lectures and libraries. To some 
extent the experiments made in the 
western territory, so say ojber Officials 
of the road, partake of a social nature, 
and the gatherings have usually ended 
with a dance. According to the infor- 
mation gathered for Mr. Morton, the 
average attendance of employees and 
their families at these meetings has 
been about 608, and the indications am 
that this attendance will increase as 
the weather 18 more adapted to indoor 
amusement. 


American railroad cars In Bavaria Is 


the subject upon which Vice Consul 
•General Hanauer of Frankfort writes 
•to the state department at Washington. 
.In his latest report. The Bavarian gov- 
'ernment, says the consul, which owns 
all the railways and Canals in that 
state, recently has begun work on an 
•'American model car to be built in Nu- 
remberg for an express train. 
An 


American company which Is furnishing 
the woodwork and metnl fixtures ha» 
eent one of Its constructors to super- 
vise the construction of the car. This 
would seem, adds the consul, to indi- 
cate that the'small, old style, cars used 
In Germany are to be abandoned nnd 
replaced by new ones patterned after 
the commodious American styles.

OhUdv«it»s U«oui at th» Public Library 
To the Editor of The Transcript: 


Some 
questions 
have 
been ask* 


ed concerning the colored pictures 
in the newly-opened children's room at 
the library—the so-called 
"Fitzroy 


pictures." In addition to tne pleasure 
given by them, these pictures are de- 
signedly educational In aim and for 
that reason, aa well aa for their beauty, 
they were ordered for the room, our* 
being prc-bably the first public library 
in this country to use these pictures. 
A few words concerning them may, 
consequently, be of Interest to all pa- 
rents and friends of the children who 
are learning to love the room, 


Attention was first called to the pic- 


tures in this country, by an article in 
the Magazine of Art for August, 1897. 
On application, a descriptive circular 
was sent to me from London with a 
Boston address 
unlderscored. When 


planning for the children's room, the 
use of some of these pictures was sug- 
gested to Mr. Gallup, who gave his 
very hearty assent, a representative of 
the library having in the mean time 
seen) some of them at the agency for^ 
their sale in Boston. The three "chosen" 
are, first and largest, the 'Of Such is 
the Kingdom of Heaven," which oc- 
cupies the place of honor in the room 
and may be taken! as signifying that 
the room is a memorial room; second, 
"Love Rules His Kingdom Without a 
Sword," and third. "In the Morning 
Sow Thy Seed;" these last being com- 
panion pictures from the series called 
"The Child's Garden." 


"Conventional," a term which has 


been applied to them, would hardly be 
sanctioned by their originators. Better 
to characterize them let me quote from 
an article wrotten about them by one of 
the artists associated in their produc- 
tion, Mr. Heywood Sumner. In "The 
Artist" for February. 1896. he wrote: 


"The aim. of ' ofe artists, namelv, 


Heywood Sumner, 
Christopher 
W. 


Wha.ll, Selwyn Image, Louis Davis 
and C. M. Gere, who have contributed 
these pictures, is to produce popular 
wall prints that, within their simple 
scope, are imaginative and decorative, 
* * * We consider that such pictures 
should be simple and should be re- 
garded as having- a sphere of their 
own in the child's education. 


"Respecting1 the methods we have 


adopted in these pictures. Linear de- 
sign is the method of cKildhood, 
It 


is essentially ideal and children are 
naturally linear and ideal in their 
graphic methods of expression. They 
draw Gardens of Eden filled with rar« 
spotted animals and flowers, and peo- 
pled with man, woman and inscrip- 
tions of a suitable type, and the result 
is a real autograph of child-like imag- 
inings. Then the child goes to school 
and his methods are 
discredited. 


Photographs darken the walls. 
The 


small imaginer is laughed at 
by 


some elder who wields a 'kodak.' 'Liney 
he is told, 'does not exist: a Photo- 
graph is more like than any mere 
drawing can be;' and so the graphic 
visions of childhood wither on a scien- 
tific touchstone. 


"The popular tendettey has been to 


put science before art—to bring scien- 
tific reasonings and judgment to bear 
upon artistic creation. Children, how- 
ever, should be reassured In their lin- 
ear and ideal methods, and should be 
given simple de-signs founded on line, 
which may lead them as they erow 
older to approach imaginative art of 
the finest order In a temper ot respect, 
instead of regarding- it as an aberra- 
tion—because it is unlike a photo-- 
graph. 
"It Is from a temper of respect to- 


wards art,—from a re<^£nltion of art 
as a customary part of daily life— 
that the desire for public art must 
grow; and we must remember, while 
we spend large sums on our muse- 
un-.s, that all the shattered fraementa 
and derelict paintings which we value 
in our collections originally fulfilled 
their part In the spectacle of daily 
life. » * * 


"With reference to our actual pro- 


ductions, they are colour prints, not 
reproductions of paintings. Vitality of 
suggestion rather than imitative real- 
ization is their mark. Selection of es- 
sentials—essential form, character, ac- 
tion, colour, and their recombination 
in the form we have adopted, i. e., 
arrangement of colour space bound- 
ed by expressive line, Is oup method 
and its result Is asserted as much by 
omission as by commission. 


"Finially to enter on more persbnal 


natter. 'Why Fitzroy?' has sometimes- 
open a=ked. Well these pictures are 
-ailed Fitzroy pictures because most of 
our meetings at which we discussed the 
form and manner of our then intended 
productions 
were held 
in 
Selwyn 


Image's studio in Pitzroy street, and it 
was from Fitzroy street that these pic- 
'ures were first published. When, how- 
•>ver, their increasing distribution was 
undertaken by Messrs. Goorge Bell and 
^ons, it did not seem advisable to 
' hango a name which had achieved 
some measufrf of success. Hence they 
still retain a marft of their early h:s- 
lory in the title of 'The Fitzroy Pic- 
'ures ' " 


Of the artists who compose this 


group, Chiistopher W. Whall design- 
pa the "Of Such Is the Kingdom of 
Heaven," and Louis Davis the othpr 
two pictures which the library oos- 
fiesses.

Aborigine* of Old Louisiana. 


Tattooing was a 
universal custom 


smonj the ladltns of old Louisiana with 
both stie». Am»ns the men it possessed 
a significance trtacblni; to their rarerr as 
•W»rrior», »d thplr tsttoo marks wwre 
testimeiitli «f distinction. 
With the 


w*uea it tccnil to hire been merely a 
nutter of tdcrament. 
From their girl- 


heal the wemfB causfd themselves to be 
tatte*«d »n the tier. Sometimes it was 
a Ha* «f tittoisins aeriMi the top of tbe 
noit, ioHtti0«s the line wai up and 
d»w» th* <Hiiv, and not infre^utatly tha 
entire «p»er part of the body was thus 
marked. 


The yonqc men of the nation also aub- 


jectad them$;lres to the tattosiBf process 
ky beiaf titteoed first OB the nose, like 
the wcmea, and not until they had given 
«Tidtaee of their courage were they prlr- 
lleced to receive tattoo murks on any 
other part «f the hady. This testimony 
ef thtir merit as warriors was reserved 
for them wh«n they hud distinguished 
themselves IB war by killing an enemy in 
battle sr hy bringing with them from the 
field ef carnage the scalp of an enemy 
taken In the *ghc. When they had thus 
given evidence of their worthiness to be 
ranked among the warriors, they had the 
right ta tattao their bodies with emblems 
and figures illustrative and commemora- 
tive of the incident in which they had 
proved their valor. 


Bvery nan and woman among the In- 


£iaas yielded to the arbitrary custom of 
tattoaing, but the warrlars abore all 
were carried away by tfcis sert ef ranity, 
a«d »«t me af that class by any chance 
allowed his opportunity to receive this 
pnteat of knlgktkoad to pass by aegle«t- 
ed.

Kora Farrar of this city was granted 


a decree nisi from Louis Farrar for

abusive treatment. Mrs. 


Farrar was given the custody of the 
two childrert. Farrar is now serving 
time for attempting to kill his wife. 


The case of Angeline Rougeau against 


Henry Kougeau was dismissed without 
rrejuii'ce. 


Decree nisi was granted Mary V. 


Waterman of Pittsfleld from Arthur C. 
"Waterman on ground of 
desertion. 


Bonds of matrimony were brokeni for 
William H. Snyder of Grafton. N. T., 
from Harriet Snyder, 
for desertion. 


Alice K. Granger 
of Mouterey 
was 


granted decree nisi from George W. 
Granger, for desertion. Elmer C. Her- 
rick of West Stockbridge was given 
decree nisi from Alice L. Herrick, for 
des«rtton>, after 
living together for 


oleven and one-half years. Justice 
Bond refused to grant divorce decree 
for Charles F. Armstrong of Lee from 
Minnie R. Armstrong on ground of de- 
sertion. 
Adjournment was taken at 6 


o'clock till this morning. 


Civil C**e* In July and January 
Clerk Cande received notice yester- 


day from Chief Justice Mason to the 
effect that hereafter civil court cases 
will be heard in January and July, 
while the judge is waiting to hear the 
reports of the grand juries sitting at 
the same time. The June and February 
sittings of the superior court for civil 
business will be devoted exclusively to 
jury trials, the Febru/iry sitting lasting 
three weeks ajid the June sitting two 
weeks. In the October civil sitting the 
flrst week will be given up to divorce 
and court cases. The new arrange- 
ments -will add materially to the time 
for court cases, over the former ar- 
rangement. 


"Dead Beat" Caie> 


Two cases in ntert week's jury list of 


the superior court which will attract 
attention are those of Johnson & Weiss 
against M. P. Lawton & Son for dam- 
ages by reason of the publication of 
their names in a book wherein it is 
claimed the men owed old bills for coal. 
The firm declinte to settle, and it is 
probable several new and interesting 
law questions will be raised, as the 
cases are the flrst of that character to 
be tried in the county.

Mr. Brown was also examined In 


relation to an entry of the company's 
books of S100I on an acorunt of the late 
T. A. Mole, th.c former treasurer of the 
corporation.

Mole paid for it by a note pledging his 
tock as collateral.

Mr. Brown was shown a collection of 


331 checks B iven on the International 
Trust convpa-ny of Boston in favor of 
the Hanovetr national hank of New- 
York, and signet! by Mr. Brown as 
president of the plaintitt corporation. 
These checkrs a^grepated several mil- 
lions of dollars a/nd Mr. Brown admit- 
ted that tte-y -were-all signet^ by him 
and most of them written by him. He 
identified 112! checks aggregating sev- 
eral hundre3s of thousands of dollars 
drawn on th«e National bank of Deposit 
New York all of which Mr. Brown 
said were BSgnpS by him as president 
of the company, and most of them were 
written bj him OTI the body of 
the 


check. Mr. Broolcs showed the witness 
a collection of 276 checks drawn on the 
National tenfc of commerce of New 
York. Thfse aggregated several mil- 
lions of doUars signed by him in the 
name of t&e company and some rM 
them made out hy him in the body of 
the checflc., Most of these checks were 
payable to- the International Trust 
company (C Boston. 


Mr. Brow n was then aske'd consider- 


ing the existence of all these checks, 11 
he had not been engaged in "kiting 
transactions ^vith these several bank- 
Ing institutions arv^ the witness "de- 
clined to state. The witness identified 
a collection of 139 checks on the Spring- 
field Safe Deposit and Trust company 
aggregating several hundreds of thous' 
ands of doillars and he ^clmifled tha- 
he signed all of them as president o 
the comtMTnv. He further stated that 
he could n ot tell whether he hafl con 
tributed ower $1.000,000 to the firm o: 
Brown. "M'oocl & Kingman, of which he 
v-as the senior partner. 


Mr. Brown \ras also Questioned as to

L. Brown & Co. for 330,000 and lie said 
it was Ins impression that such 
mortgag-e \vas iriven.

Oxford 


•ounty, that being, it is said, the only 
mown region where it is- to be found. 
The measure of his success is rtot re- 
ported but at this very time other ex- 
plorers were establishing the fame of 
the town of Norway as a pearl-pro- 
ducer. Three varieties of pearl-bearing 
mussels have been found in the brooks 
n and around the town and beautiful 
pearls of five or six different shades 
have been triumphantly extracted from 
them. 


Elsewhere in Oxford 
counlty 
two 


mica-mines have recently been opened. 
Mica sells at thirty dollars a ton for 
the crude ground mineral. Sheet mica 
s much more expensive. 
Upon both 


:he crude and the manufactured arti- 
cle, there is a heavy duty. Canada and 
India furnlish most of the imported 
mica. The Maine deposits are said to 
be inexhaustible. That is a large im- 
pressive word, and sooner than quarrel 
with it, one may as well admit that in 
"New 
England's rock-ribbed hills" 


there are substances 
more valuable 


than r'ocks, and that her woods and 
waters; hold treasures also." 


The efforts of the gentlemenl who 


are interested in the several mines 
•which have been opened hereabouts 
may not be successful; they may be 
far more successful than their most 
sanguine hopes. Gold is to be found 
almost everywhere. But can it be mined 
in Berkshire in quantities to furnish a 
profit after the expenses have been 
paid? There's the question.

The state department was a new 
field for him. but while there, and in 
health, he aefiultted himself with his

solf out iii tne public service. Such iv 
man in the full possession of his facul- 
ties, so equipped ani.so adapted to the 
public service, can hardly be found to 
till his place. His service will oceujiy 
a large place in the history of his time. 
He lived and died with the russijui t and 
esteem of all public men of all parties."
